TIPS FOR PAINTING INTERIORS 



GENERAL PREPARATION 



Remove draperies, pictures, mirrors and cover 
furniture. Protect floors with drop cloths or 
newspapers. Wash off any dirt or residue from 
previous wall coating or paper. Rinse well! 



USING LATEX PAINTS 




Keep roller in shallow end of pan! After mixing 
paint by stirring in can, pour a small amount in 
deep end of pan. Lightly, but evenly, roll paint 
on roller. Now you are ready to paint! 



USING OIL PAINT 




Start in upper corner and paint in vertical bands 
about 3 feet wide. Keep a wet edge next to un- 
pointed area, then blend in next vertical bond 
to avoid a lap mark. Finish one wall at a time. 



GENERAL PREPARATION 



After cleaning, patch all nail holes, crocks, etc, 
with Spred Patch. Repair large holes in two 
stages. After drying, sand the patched area 
smooth and level with the rest of the wall. 



USING LATEX PAINTS 




First paint a 2-inch border around all edges 
with a small brush. After drying, start roller in 
corner and work across narrow width of ceiling. 
Overlap strokes about 50% for good coverage. 



USING OIL PAINT 




Point window sash first and then proceed to in- 
side of frame, then face of frame and sill. Use 
similar procedure with doors and doorways. 
Brush off excess point with light strokes. 



GENERAL PREPARATION 




Old, glossy woodwork should be conditioned 
with Spred Surfacene or lightly sanded with the 
grain. This provides a perfect surface for the 
adhesion of the new finish. 



USING LATEX PAINTS 




Wipe up spatters on woodwork or floors as you 
point. Use a cloth dampened with water. After 
painting wash all tools with soapy water. Touch 
up any missed spots after paint is dry. 




Clean painting tools in mineral spirits or turpen- 
tine. After cleaning wash in worm soapy water 
before storing tools. Always follow directions on 
the label!

Remove screens and storm sash from house.

Caulk open joints and cracks. Force material 
in for a good seal. Remove loose or cracked 
putty from sash; replace missing glazier points 
and reputty after priming. 




All scraped or bare spots should be sanded so 
the edge of the old paint is "feathered" smooth. 
Spot prime such areas with the proper type of 
primer for the finish coat.
